CONSUMER WORKSHOP 


What is the most dangerous question anyone 
could ask? 

Contrary to what one might think, the subject 
has nothing to do with marriage or politics 
according to Professor Robert L. Green, Home 
Economic Department, CSUS. 

Professor Green beleives that the enticing, “Will 
this be cash ot charge?” is the most dangerous 
question anyone could ask. “The far-reaching 
economic ramifications of such a question” 
according to Professor Green, “could prove to be 
financially crippling to the average, unwary, 
consumer.” Credit, however, is but one of the 
many dangers faced by the “Consumer In The 
Marketplace”~ which is the title of a workshop to 
be conducted by Green on two consecutive 
week-ends: August 18-20, and 25-27. 

The purpose of the workshop is to investigate 
problems in the marketplace faced by persons and 
families of different means and from different 
sub-cultures. Two main objectives will be to 
investigate approaches to and to seek solutions of

One hudred and ninety six 
years later, women at California 
State University, Sacramento 
were paraphrasing her words as 
they issued a progress report on 
the status of women on campus 


A campus where they still 
remain without a voice oF 
representation 


The women on campus have 
been working together in many 
vital areas, trying to bring about 
a change in their status. They let 
it be known that some gains had 
been made but there was “still 
oppression and a very deep sense 
of frustration in trying to elevate 


the status of women On this 
campus. 

The report given to newsman 
concentrated on ab out eight 


different areas, the most 
important being the colleges 
refusal to follow its own 


Affirmitive Action Program. 

The Program was initiated so 
that gradually 50% of the 
positions on campus would be 
held by women. Now, only 19% 
of the faculty are women, a 
2.4% increase over last year. At 
this rate it would take until the 
year 2001 to reach 46% women, 
a 50% goal would never be 
reached at this rate. 

The group comprised’ of 
collective women from Womens 
Studies, Faculty Women, 
Affirmitive Action Committee, 

*and Women’s Caucus, also 
announced that in spite of gains 
and upgrading of clerical women 
they were not hired in the more 
lucrative administration 
positions. They also indicated a 
discrepency in pay for women in 
female type work and men in 
male dominated jobs.

While attending summer school 
do you ever wonder where your 
money goes after you pay your 
fees? Of course, one can look at 
the general breakdown given in 
the summer session 
catalog—Tuition fee $24.00 “per 
semester unit or fraction 
thereof,” College Activities fee, 
and College Union fee. The 
latter two are what all students

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Where do Summer Fees go? 


are required to pay (by vote of 
the students) but why pay 
tuition fee of $24.00 per unit 
during the summer? The reason 
is basic - summer session has to 
be “‘self-supporting.’.’ 

The t tal budget of what the 
college needs is presented to the 
Board of Trustees for approval, 
then it is added into the overall 
budget to be approved or altered 
by the Governor and legislators. 
However, that budget approved 
by the State does not include 
the summer session. It does 
cover the maintenance of th 
school, and the keeping open oi 
the college’s offices (such as 
those located in the 
Administration building) and we 
are not charged rent to name a 
few areas covered during the 
summer. This is because the 
budget passed is a year-round 
budget in that sense 

The budget set-up for summer 
is decided in a meeting between 
the Deans ot Education and the 
Chancellor. Fach year they meet 
to discuss the fees to support 
t e next year’s summer session 
and the faculty salaries which is 
then sent to the Board of 
Trustees the actual 
funds for support come from the 
students 

What the situation breaks down 
into is that the summer session is 
financed and supported by the 
students attending yet they have 
no voice in the decision making 
process as to where their funds 
go. It is almost like attending 
your own school but not being 
able to participate in its 
operation.

money is going as well as letting 
the student know how the 
system operates. A rarity in the 
Administration stereo-ty pe 
However, in a sense he is the 
student's employee-as are the 
faculty. This can be seen by how 
the summer session budget is 
broken dowr 

Eighty percent of the income 
goes toward the payment of 
faculty fees. The level of the pay 
rate to all summer professors is 
almost at the same level of pay 
given to the middle level of the 
five-step pa‘ scale of the faculty 
during the regular school session 
However, the classes are harder 
to keep alive during the summer. 
If the class “does not pull” 
(attract students) then it is 
dropped. This is one of the few 
ways the students can control 
how the use of “their” fund is 
distributed. 

The remaining 20% of the 
income is instructional related. 
Three percent is the regular cost 
of administration. These funds 
have to go to the Chancellor’s 
office to pay for such items as 
the accounting work done there, 
to pay for the workman’s 
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compensation and supporting 
items along the same lines. “‘It 
must also go to the State 


Controller for writing checks 
Five percent of the student fees 
(by the way it is planned) goes 
to various items on campus. This 
percentage pays for (1) the 
registration (the paper work 
coordination, etc.) and (2) fiscal 
affairs and (3) the computer 
center 

Five percent for the year-round 
support of the summer school 
office. The (summer) student's 
fees pay for one half of Dean 
McCormick's salary with the 
State paying the other half. He 
has one secretary and one public 
information § specialist on a 
part-time basis 

One percent goes to the college 
library for after-hour services 
and the final six percent to the 
different departments and 
schools. This percentage to be 
used by them to obtain essential 
supplies and materials during the 
summer and to provide some 
funds to pay for student 
assistance 

Why does the summer schoo: 
student have to pay College 
Activities fees or College Union 
fees? He or she isn’t usually a 
egular student in most cases. i) 
was voted upon by the regula: 
session student body that these 
fees be paid. (College Activities 
fees are comparable to student 
body membership dues paic; 
each semester. It makes one an 
official member of the college 
community. This fee is optional 
at some schools.) and the 
wording is such that any fee the 
regular session student pays can 
apply to those attending the 
summer session. As for the 
College Union fee, when it is 
completed it will be open to the

them ail the 
priviledges the regular fall or 
spring enrolled students have. 
(This also applies to part-time 
students, or as it is now worded 
any student units at 
CSUS.) 

One of the reasons for these 
additional fees over and above 
the tuition fees is that the State 
and the A.S.S.S.U. (Associated 
Students of Sacramento State 
University) look for all possible 
means to obtain revenue. This is 
in addition to the funds needed 
for the self-supporting summer 
session. 

The question may arise, “How 
can the community college 
afford to give summer sessions 
without charging such high 
fees?’ The answer is simple 
the junior colleges (community 
colleges) do not have to be 
self-supporting. The community 
colleges receive the major, if not 
all, of their funding from two 
areas, (1) they have a tax base in 
what is termed the community 
college district (usually property 
tax) and (2) those colleges are 
paid for their average daily 
attendance of students (much ir 
the same manner as to how the 
high schools are paid). 

In a sense, it is the student who 
employs the University’: 
educators. 

The planning breakdown of 
where the fees go also takes into 
consideration that the 
Percentages and amounts may 
vary or fluctuate depending 
upon the budget, the needs, etc 

There is an inherent problem 
with the summer student having 
a strong voice with direct say a: 
to how much the budget should 
be, and into what areas the 
money should be allocated. The 
summer student cannot act 
effectively or make intelligent 
decisions on these matter: 
because he is a_ short-lived 
creature. However, there mus!

On June 29th, Murray Brown 
brought his ‘““One-Man Theatre 
to Sacramento University’s 
Playwright theatre. As he put it, 
“It may be noon outside now 
but | am going to present to you 


‘A Night with Edgar Allen 
Poe!’ He did, and it was 
excellent! 


Before the show, I talked with 
Mr. Brown and asked him why 
he does one-man theatre. “As a 
kid,” he used to 
memorize all classic poems such 
as Homer’s and by continuously 
repeating them, they carried ime 
through the school day.” One of 
his favorite poems was “The 
Congo” with its rythmic beat 

He believes that writers such as 
Hans Christian Anderso;. and 
Edgar Allen Poe very 
sensitive and creative people and 
the only true way to bring forth 
the “image and passion” of the 
writer is to act it out in a one-act 
theatre format 
becomes the writer and Brown 
did, with the finest Gothic 
touch 

Dressed all in black except for 
his deep purple shirt, Brown 
asked the audience to please 
move to one section of the 
theatre. Fven with the lights 
dimmed for the occasion our 
section seemed 
shadowed. With everyone trying 
to follow his request to move, 
the crowd still spilled over to the 
next section 

With all of us in the darker 
reaches of the theatre, the very 
congenial and intelligent man 
began his transformation into 
that of a madman.

Glasser is best known 
nationally for his authorship of a 
book called “Schools Without 
Failure,” which came out of the 
physician’s interest in the social 
problems of educational failure. 
“Schools Without Failure,” was 
published by Harper and Row in 
1969, and the book led to the 
establishment of the Educator 
Training Center, a division of the 
Institute For Reality Therapy. 
The Center is engaged in training

California Teachers Association 


begins minority hiring drive 


Many school districts are 
looking for teachers from ethnic 
minorities. Many qualified 
persons from ethnic minorities 
would like to become teachers in 
this state. So the 150,000 
member California Teachers 
Association (CTA) has activated 
a program to bring the districts 
and teaching candidates 
together. It’s called the CTA 
Minority Informational Program 


“The objective of the 
program,” says James O. Lewis, 
CTA’s human relations 
executive, “is to give help to 
minority applicants and needed 
support to school districts that 
are actively secking to recruit 
and employ such persons.” 

Lewis explained that the 
service is a cooperative effort of 
the CTA Human _ Relations 
Department and the CTA 
Placement Office. A packet of 
information developed by the 
two CTA offices gives 
suggestions and practical 
approaches to those searching 
for employment in California 
schools. The packet includes 


. Procedures for becoming a 
certificated teacher in California, 
plus application forms. 

Information on teaching, 


pupil personnel services, 
supervision and adminsitrative 
opportunities in California 
elementary and secondary 


schools and community colleges 

Information on how to 
register with the CTA Placement 
Service, plus application forms. 
(It is not required to register 
with the Placement Service to 
receive the packet.) 


A sample letter’ of 
application, and a model resume 


for slaying personal, job 
experience and educational 
information to _ prospective 
employers. 


A list of over 100 districts in 
the state that have adopted 
programs for hiring of qualified 


candidates from ethnic 
munorities. 
Lewis explained that the 


program is part of CTA’s 
commitment to fair hiring, fair 
housing and other equal 
opportunity practices. 

“CTA believes in and is 


committed to achieving a 
racially integrated society and 
calls upon Americans’ to 
eliminate by statute and practice 
barriers of race, national origin, 
religion, sex and economic status 
that prevent some citizens from 
exercising rights that are enjoyed 
by others,”’ Lewis declared. 

Ms Martha Reynolds, 
assistant director of CTA’s 
Placement Service, pointed out 
that “unfortunately there are 
few available jobs due to the 
financial probiems affecting 
school districts.”’ 


She noted that CTA, as well 
as leading educator and citizen 
groups, is seeking additional 
State support for schools so that 
programs recently cut back can 
be restored. 

“We do not have a teacher 
surplus, as commonly believed,” 
she declared. “Rather, we have 
an education shortage. If schools 
receive the funds they should 
have, they could eliminate many 
cutbacks and hire more teachers 
and other certificated 
personnel.”

The A’s have been 
giving Oakland a first rate 
performance and getting only 
third rate attendance. So why 
not move the fences in, Mr. 
Finley has tried everthing else! 
Think back about 11 years ago 
when Roger Maris hit 61 homers 
for the Yankees, thanks to 
Yankee Stadium. Even most 
non-fans can recall’ hearing 
something of _ that most 
significant of all baseball feats. 
Now consider, what would 
Roger have done in the 
Astrodome trying to hit home 
runs in a vacuum? 
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The National Wildlife Federation has been informally advised that 
the Defense Supply Agency has cancelled an order for 277,502 
parka hoods with wolf fur ruffs. 

The cancellation stems from a protest lodged with Defense 
Secretary Melvin R. Laird by Federation Executive Vice President 
Thomas L. Kimball in mid-April that approximately 25,000 wolves 
or “about one-half of the total estimated North American wolf 
population” would have to be threaten the very survival of the 
species in alaska and Canada, the only North American areas where 
wolves still exist in sizabie numbers.” 

The wolf is already carried on the Federal Government’s list of 
endangered species for the contiguous 48 states. 

The Defense Supply Agency intends to renegotiate the parka hood 
procurement contract within a few months using as a substitute for 
the wolf fur a synthetic fur presently being developed by the Army. 
The wolf fur is quite unique in its resistance to rime formed from 
breathing. 

While the Defense establishment has done an about-face on the 
parka hood contract, it is still considering an order for 90,000 flight 
jackets with fur hoods. However, the fur of a non-endangered 
species, such as the coyote, will be used. It is known that thousands 
of hides of coyotes, killed for the bounty, are stored in furrier 


warehouses. 


Your local gas and electric company has its profits regulated by a 
government agency. Such regulation is supposed to ensure that the 
utilities don’t abuse their monopolistic control by charging high 
rates to make excessive profits. Things haven’t been working out 
exactly as planned, however. In fact, the gas and electric companies 
may be the most profitable of all U.S. corporations. For example, 
according to columnist Milton Moskowitz, the 1970 profit return on 
sales for the 100 largest utilities was 15% (30% before taxes) while it 
averaged only 4% for the 500 largest non-utility corporations. But 
the utilities are still not satisfied. Montana Power, which has the 
highest profit return in the nation, recently asked its regulatory 
agency for a 34% increase in gas rates and a 17% increase in electric 


rates. 


The U.S. oil import quota system costs American consumers about 
$6.2 billion a year. The oil industry and its supporters defend the 
import quotas as necessary for national security. They argue that if 
unlimited amounts of foreign oil were allowed into the U.S., prices 
would nose-dive, making it unprofitable for American companies to 
develop domestic oil sources. Thus, we would become dependent 
on foreign oil, which could be cut off in a war or other emergency. 
Opponents of the oil import quota disagree, claiming the quota only 
benefits the oid industry through high prices and profits. Their- 
allegations are supported by a report of the anti-trust division of the 
Justice Department which calls for an end to oil import quotas. The 
report was made public on January 10th by Senator Proxmire who 
claimed it was being suppressed by the White House. 


The U.S. farm subsidy program was originally created to help the 
small farmer. But it has been the large agricultural business 
companies that have benefited most. About 75% of the farmers 
receiving subsidy payments earn more than $20,000 a year, and in 
1970, farmers like Senator Eastland and his family got $160,000 
in subsidies while John Wayne and pa rtners got $218,000. 

These huge payments continue despite the 1970 “farm subsidy 
control act” which was supposed to limit payments to $55,000 a 
farmer. The large farmers were quick to take advantage of the law’: 
loopholes and poor enforcement by the U.S. Department ot 
Agriculture. In fact, it was discovered that Kenneth E. Frick, the 
man in charge of policing the $55,000 limit, received $90,000 in 


subsidies last year. 


Some of the more dedicated environmentalists are now calling for 
“asshole consciousness.” They claim that “ecologically, hygienically, 
and economically it makes good sense to stop using toilet paper.” 
The alternative suggested is an American Indian technique—washing 
with water. The use of corn husks is another natural method 
common in Africa. 
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$6.2 million CSUS library bid submitted 


The Campbell Construction 
Company of Sacramento 
submitted a low bid of $6.2 
million for the construction of a 
new six-story library building at 
CSUS recently. The bid under 
consideration by the State 
Public Works Board, was well 
under the $8.6 million which the 
Chancellor's Office of The 
California State University and 
Colleges estimated the building 
would cost 


Campbell Construction’s bid 
was one of seven opened by D: 
John R. Cox, Dean of Campus 
Facilities at Cal State 

Cox said that once the bid is 
approved by the Public Works 
Board in mid-July, the contracts 
will be signed and construction 
on the new building could begin 
as early as August I 
Construction time is estimated 
to be approximately 18 months

Original plans had called for 
the Library to be constructed in 
May, 1966. It was reviewed and 
enlarged, in light of growing 
enrollments, and finally 
authorized and funded by the 
State Legislature for 
construction in 1969. 


The final authorization was 
set back to the present year 
when funds were promised 
beginning in 1972-73 fiscal year, 
to get the construction under 
way. 

Gordon Martin, the University 
Librarian, said that the book 
capacity of the new Library will 
total nearly a half million 
volumes. The six-story structure, 
which has been designed by the 
architectural firms of Stone, 
Marraccini and Patterson, and 
Hall and Goodhue, associate 
architects, all of San Francisco 
will provide some 2,600 study 
stations and a variety of other 
expanded facilities which are not 
now available 

Cox noted that the Library is 


the key building in the 
emergence of the south campus 
at Cal State University. The 


structure will be located south 
and east of the new Psychology 
Building and adjacent to a new 
University Union which is in the 
final planning stages. 


Raza, named to UN post 


Affairs of the University, 
commented that Raza’s selection 
by the International Labor 
Office to serve as Senior Advisor 
in Ceylon constitutes “a high 
professional honor to him and 
one which the University takes 
pride in sharing.” 

Raza, a Pakistan-born 
naturalized American citizen, 
received his B.A. and L.L.B. 
degrees in Pakistan, and his 
Master’s and Doctorate in the 
United States. He has taught at 
the Universities of Oregon, 
U.C.L.A., and as a visiting 
Fulbright Professor at 
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Vidyodaya University of Ceylon. 
He joined the faculty at C.S.U., 
Sacramento, in 1968. 
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
